Not a day passes without some striking new event 
in aviation—consolidations of great airlines, creatior 
of new companies, new records in ouput of airplanes. 
“in achievements in the air, in passengers, mail and 
express carried. New landing ficlds are being buil! 
throughout the country. Great airways, with beacons | 
and landing ficlds at adequate intervals. are being | 
completed by the department of commerce. A new 
system of weather reports for aviators 1s rapidly being 
developed. 

In Junc, 1927, the Standard Oil company issued 
its first Landing Field Guide for the Pacific coast.
